after it had been accepted for years 
that the golden days of 49 and ‘52 
had passed never to return, a strike 
far richer than California or Cariboo 
has b2en made, and already the mad 
rush of those old days is being repeat- 
ed. When men who had not a dollar 
last fall are able to show dust worth 
ten, twenty, fifty or even one hundred 
thousand dollars as the result of a 
winter's work almost any state of ex- 
citement is excusable. 

As this new Ophir is in Canada, 


it is particularly interesting to 
Canadians. Naturally it would be 


| supposed that from a national point 
| of view the leading papers would con- 


gratulate the country on its posses- 


'sion of such vast wealth. Not. so, 


however. The man who won a white 
elephant at a raffle was no more puz- 
zled what to do with his prize than 
are the Toronto Globe, Telegram and 
some other eastern Canadian papers 
as to what to do about this Yukon 
find.

The supposition that all the gold 
mined is taken directly out of the 
country is pure foolishness. The cost 
of supporting the mining population 
requires a large amount of outside 
capital and employs a very large part 
of the produce of the mines. Of even 
the richest mines it has been said that 
more money was spent on account of 
them than was ever taken out of them. 
If Canadian business of every kind 
does not benefit by this gold produc- 
tion it is because the business of the 
Yukon can at present be most prefit- 
ably carried on from United States 
ports and through United States ter- 
ritory. The trade is a large and grow- 
ing one and Canadian business men 
should do it. If they did this trade a 
large proportion of the gold mined 
would help to swell the returns of our 
manufacturers, commercial houses and 
transportation companies. But this 
cannot be as long as the best means of 
access to the mining region is not 
through Canadian Territory. If in- 
stead of crying out that the develop- 
ment of the Yukon should be stopped 
in the interest of some other part of 
Canada they would accept the plain 
fact that a great and more rapid de- 
velopment is possible in the Yukon 
than elsewhere and take counsel as to 
how this development could be made 


|of most benefit to Canadian trade,

MORE YUKON. 

Inspector Strickland, of the North- 
west mounted police, has arrived at 
tesina from the Yukon accompanied 
by Mre. Strickland and child. 

The twelve members of the police 
who have taken to mining are all 
doing well. The five who are now on 
their way back did not like a miner's 


| life. George Cormick, alias Siwash 
| George, found gold in enormous 


quantities in a creek running into the 
| Klondyke on the 12th of August,1896. 
| He made it known as soon as he could 
get to Forty Mile. A stampede to 
| the creek at once took place. 

Mr. Strickland does not: believe the 
story of the $200,000 having been 
| already made there by any one man, 
but says the most literal truths read 
like fairy tales. It is however, very 
hard to say just what is being made. 
|The miners are so reticent about 
their earnings. He can say, however, 
tnat miners who have come out and 
staked claims this year, who number 
about a hundred, have taken or sent 
away already sums varying from 
$5,000 to $50,000 each and have kept 
back considerable sums for develop- 
ment and other investments. Miners 
from California, Australia and South 
Africa say that nothing in the world 
has been struck so rich. 

Inspector Strickland says if the 
country fills up as rapidly as it is doing 
the two trading companies will not 
be sufficient to supply the food and 
there is plenty of room for other 
companies in this line. Provisions 
are not so dear as one might expect. 
Flour is $12 a hundred, bacon 40 
cents a pound, canned meats, 75 cents 
and a dollar and cariboo and moose 
flesh is sold by the Indians at 50 cents 
a pound. Inspector Strickland strong- 
ly recommends that no person should 
go out to the Yukon district without 
taking with him a year’s food, as well 
as some dollars, because paying claims 
are not always found immediately and 
there is the long and hard work of 
building a home. He says that min- 
ing 1s not a pic-nic. There are no en- 
joyments. It is all hard work. Wood 
is scarce and requires a good deal of 
labor in cutting, ete. The climate is 
healthy and there is very little sick- 
ness. The chie? complaints are scurvy, 
kidney troubles and rheumatism. 
Though the winter is eight. months 
long it is only three weeks that the 
sun is not seen. Miner’s wages are 
$15 a day, but this rate will fall soon 
if the present rush continues from the 
Pacific coast. 

When Inspector Strickland left, In- 
spector Constantine and all the rest 
were well. Inspector Searth, with 
the N. W. M. P. detachment, had ar- 
rived safe and sound.

AN ALL CANADIAN ROUTE. 


The Toronto World says : There is 
a duty which the government should 
undertake immediately, and that 1s con- 
nected with the establishment of a 
route of our own into the Klondyke. 
Such a route must start from a point 
in British Columbia or the Canadian 
Northwest Territories. It cught to be 
cpen all the year round and should be 
reasonably safe and expeditious. There 
seems to be little doubt that such route 
is not only possible, but not difficult of 
accomplishment, probably the route via 
Edmonton will be found as desirable 
and as convenient as any other, but the 
best. can only be decided on by sending 
exploratory parties into the territory. 
This is a work that the government 
shouid take in hand at once, not next 
month, but this week. 

As a practical suggestion to the gov- 
erment we propose that Dawson, Mc- 
Conne}l and other experts be consulted 
as to the possibility of opening up the 
interior route this fall. If their report 
should be encouraging as we believe it 
would be, then a government expendi- 
ture should be organized at once and 
the werk of reaching the Yukon from 
the interior be taken in hand in earn- 
est.

CONSTRUCTION WORK AT 
MACLEOD. 

The MacLeod Gazette says that 


old time residents of MacLeod find it 
somewhat difficult to realize that the 
time for which they have waited 
patiently for years has at length 
arrived. The change came suddenly 
and there is every reason to believe 
that the good times on which the 
the town has entered have come to 
stay. Two weeks ago MacLeod was 
the same old town it has been for so 
many years.

EDUCATION. 


Lethbridge News: At a public 
schvol meeting held in Medicine Hata 
few days ago the opinion was expressed 
by several that high school studies 
should not be taught in the public 
school at the expense of the ratepayers. 
The system of education and the num- 
ber of different studies taught came in 
for considerable adverse criticism. 
Several of the branches of study forced 
upon the schools by the department of 
education were thought by some of the 
ratepayers to be expensive and useless 
and not in keeping with ,the principles 
of elementary education. Mr. Cros- 
skill said that the school district was at 
the mercy of the department of educa- 
tion, who dictated the studies, ete., for 
the pupils, and the ratepayers and 
parents had no consideration in the 
matter. The ratepayers contributed 
$3,000 to the maintenance of the school 
and the department $1,600. He 
though that if the school was limited 
to the branches necessary to elementary 
education, in ashort time the school 
| district and the scholars themselves 
|wonld be the better of the change. 
This is an opinion shared by many 
ratepayers and parents throughout the 
Northwest, and the educational author- 
ities cannot too soon give it their most 
| earnest and unbiased consideration.

A new route tothe Yukon has been 
opened by the British Columbia gov- 
ernment, from telegraph Creek, the 
head of steamboat navigation on the 
Stickeen river, to Tesslin lake, the head 
of the Hootolinqua branch of the 
Yukon. From Teslin lake the naviga- 
tion is unbroken to the mouth of the 
Yukon. The distance between steam- 
boat navigation on the Stickeen and 
steamboat navigation on the Yukon is 
150 miles. The pack trail is now be- 
ing used but will need seven or eight 
thousand dollars more expended on it 
before it is really good. 


The Canadian government has arriv- 
ed at an understanding with the United 
Staves government for the bonding of 
Canadian goods from the head of Dyea 
iniet to the summit of the Chilcoot 
Pass, through United States territory. 
A Canadian customs office will be 
established at the Canadian line at the 
summit of the pass. By this means 
goods purchased in Canada will enjoy 
a preference to the amount of the duty 
over gocds purchased in the States, 
which will tend to throw the Yukon 
supply trade into Canadian hands.

Ottawa, July 24.--At a meeting of 
the cabinet yesterday afterncon the 
question of making provision for 
opening up the Yukon country was 
considered. It was decided to order 
two customs officers from Victoria to 
establish stations on the other sum- 
mit at the head of Lynn canal. 
Arrangements will also be made to 
enable Canadian boats from Victorie 
to report at Juneau and take loads to 
the head of the canal for transport 
through the passes. Tne question of 
police protection and the establish- 
ment of additional mounted police 
posts and the alteration of the min- 
ing regulations will be discussed on 
Monday. 

————— 

Commenting on this, La Minerve says: 
“Like the Star, we believe in the 
necessity of re-organizing certain sec- 
tions of the party.
